'To  advance  the 
j'riee  of  oats  fo  hipii  as  may  induce  the 
tanners  to  cultiv.tlr  this  grain,  is  the 
avowed  dcfign  of  the  bill  ;  but  1  am  in¬ 
clined  lo  heiieve,  tlial  the  real  dcHgn  is 
to  enal'lc  tlie  fo  iners  to  pay  more  rents 
to  their  landlorils.  My  le  don  for  fixing 
upon  a  ditfeunt  price  -or  Cdafgow,  Paif- 
ley,  (IreeiKK'k,  ^cc.  from  that  of  Ediii* 
bitrgh,  is,  that,  in  the  former,  manufac¬ 
tures,  Its*  their  cNicn;,  have  fi)  increafed 
tlie  confnmers,  that  there  i*  not  proilu- 
eed,  in  the  counties  of  Lanark  and  Ren¬ 
frew,  a  fiiHiciency  to  f’lpply  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  iix  lUontlu  in  i!;e  year;  hence  it 
C(}*ue!'  that,  when  imporlatiou  is  llop[)ed 
from  lieiand,  this  part  of  the  eountr)' b 
chii  fly  flip;  lied  from  Edinburgh  and  its 
neighbourhood  :  in  this  cafe  the  carria;^

♦  t>  the  wholefale  aiul  reiail  tleaiers,  mull 
iiceeiKarily  adv.-^nce  the  price  confiden- 
bly  lo  the  conlumers  in  the  weft  country. 

2///v,  i'his  great  advance  of  oat-meal 
muft  either  advance  the  price  of  labour, 
or  precliuie  the  labouring  poor  from  the 
comforts,  if  not  the  nevellaries  of  life. 
If  it  advances  the  price  of  labour,  which 
is  by  far  moll  probable,  will  not  this  in- 
falliiily  advance  tlic  price  of  all  kimib  of 
poods,  the  manufacture  of  this  countr)» 
and  give  our  rivals  the  fuperiority  over 
us  both  in  the  foreign  and  home  mar¬ 
ket.  ?  The  cheapnef-  of  labour  is  the 
prineijial  caule  of  the  prefent  extent  of

T^K  T,rwis,  in  his  Pliilofiphical  Com¬ 
merce  of  Arts,  P.  364.  mentions  a 
f'm.wkablc  inftance  of  the  effe^  ofa 
‘waling  of  lamp. thick  and  tar,  in  prefer- 


ving  Ihofe  parts  of  the  maf^  of  a  fhip 
which  were  covered  with  it,  front  ila- 
mage  by  a  rtn)k.c  of  lightning  which  llii- 
vered  the  other,  that  is,  the  uucoated 
parts  of  it,  in  a  very  extraordinary  man¬ 
ner.  The  account  is  recited  at  large  in 
Vol.  48.  of  the  Philofophical  i'ranfac- 
tions.  Capt  Nairtie,  in  his  Remarks  on 
the  Effects  of  I  i^'htning,  on  the  matls  of 
fcveral  vclfcls  which  acre  ftiuck  in  the 
Bafon  at  Q^icIkc  *,  mentions,  in  his  let¬ 
ters  to  fome  friends  in  London,  no  lefa 
than  five  inffances,  where  the  lightning 
jLifTing  over  thole  parts  of  the  malts  of 
the  lliips  w'hicli  were  covercil  with  lamp- 
Hack  and  tar,  or  painted  with  IjUiU- 
blaek  and  oil,  without  the  lead  injury, 
Ihivercd  tix*  uncuated  parts  (tearing  out 
fplinters  live  or  l:x  feet  in  length,  and  llx 
or  eight  inches  deep)  in  fuch  a  manner  as 
to' render  the  malls  Inliitly  ufclils.  A 
very  curious  iiiAancc  of  tins  kiiul  ha;i» 
lately  been  communicated  to  me  I'y  a 
learned  and  ingenious  member  of  the 
Royal  Society,  from  whom  I  rcTcivol 
the  account,  whicli  I  fliall  here  iufert 
•verbatim, 

“  ON  the  firft  of  April,  1776,  being 
•  on  board  a  brig  in  the  latitude  34  tieg,  N. 
our  velEel  was  ftruck  with  lightning, 
which  difiblcil  our  forc-mait.  Upon 
getting  the  v\  liolc  of  the  top-malls  dov'  n 
upon  the  tleck,  1  obfer\ed  the  foIl«>uing 
paiticulats,  with  regard  to  tlie  courfe 
and  ellc»"hs  of  the  electrical  ni.itteT.  'j'lie 
lightning  h.ul  rndl  firuck  (he  pinnacle  of 
the  fore  top-gallant-inaft  (on  which,  at 
that  time,  there  hapjicned  to  be  no  iron 
Ipindle,  as  ufual),  which  it  juft  fplit 
nightly  for  about  two  tcit  and  a  Iialf, 
wiiere  it  was  painted  with  lamp-black 
anti  oil  (I  could  not,  liowever,  afcerlain 
whether  this  part  of  the  mail  had  been 
newly  fplit  or  not :  it  might  have  lieen 
full  occariv>ncd  by  driving  in  the  iron 
fpiiulle,  whereon  a  vane  is  ufually  placed; 
for  there  was  a  hole  where  fucli  a  fpiutJle 
hatl  lieen  fixed),  and  then  the  lightning 
immediately  Ihivcrcd  the  reA  of  that 
mall  as  far  as  it  was  greafed,  till  it  met 
the  bottom  of  that  and  the  top  of  the 
top  inall,  which  had  likewifc  been  <;‘Mted 
over  with  lamp-black  and  oil,  on  an  old 
coat  of  tar.  Over  tliefc  it  glanced,  with¬ 
out  any  miccptible  efl'edt,  till  U  reached 
that  part  of  ttie  top-maft  winch  was  allu 
grtafed ;  this  part  it  ihivcrcd,  fphtuog 

*  HU  nwn  ftiip,  the  Gencfo«f  Friends,  wtt 
twice  prefer ved  there  by  his  condnCior. 
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large  fplintcTs  which  were  thrown  on  the 
deck.  'I'hc  lower  part  of  the  fore-mafl 
being  tarred  the  lightning  did  over  it  for 
alnnit  nine  feet,  w  ithout  the  Icalt  mark 
of  violence  ;  then  darted  into  the  ft»re- 
lualt,  where  it  was  greafed,  rivetl  it  ter¬ 
ribly,  teanng  otf  Iplinters  as  large  as  a 
man’tt  arm,  and  four  or  five  feet  long,  all 
the  way  down.  It  continued  this  courfe 
till  it  again  t  a  coat  of  tar,  which  was 
lai^  on  the  matt  for  more  than  five  feet 
alK>vc  the  deck ;  hei  e  its  etlee^ts  on  the 
mart  difappearetl,  nml  its  courfe  feemetl 
to  be  divided  different  ways  by  two  at- 
tradivc  bodies  cf  iron  ;  one,  in  a  cleet 
failencil  to  the  fore-matl,  almut  ten 
inAfes  below  the  top  of  the  lalt -men¬ 
tioned  coat  of  tar,  by  two  large  fpike- 
nails:  this  elect  with  the  nails  was  in- 
tirety  f^ruek  oft';  the  lightning  then  tore 
the  canvas  coating  round  the  foot  of  the 
maff  (about  a  yard  bebiw  the  eb  eO  with¬ 
out  any  other  hurt  t<»  the  maff  itfelf; 
.and  from  thence  was  nttravffed  by  a  large 
anchor  lying  in  a  horizontal  polition  on 
the  deck,  about  two  feet  from  the  maff. 
All  this  part  of  the  cledrie.d  matter 
feems  to  have  lucn  then  difeliarged  by 
the  different  ctnubteffors  of  the  two  flukes 
and  the  tnain  (hank  of  the  anchor,  with¬ 
out  any  othev  \dible  rfteeft  than  breaking 
a  piece  out  of  a  l.irgc  imn  pot,  ftanding 
in  an  Immidiatc  tliinffion  to  one  of  the 
ftnkes,  and  aI>onl  t«it  inches  diffant. 
The  other  lilv  fu'i'  I'f  the  c!c»;:lrical  mat¬ 
ter  darttd  from  the  rnaff  to  the  belfry, 
about  fiftcc::  inches  diffant,  tore  off  two 
ci'.cts  .falleiutl  to  if  by  large  iron  nails  ; 
then  <U  rceinb  d  to  the  large  iron  hinges 
which  l»o)d  t'ne  paiis  or  Hops  tiolnti!  to 
the  bt ifry-po^'s)  of  the  wiinllafs,  where, 
.^fter  tearing  o‘V  a  finail  n.jil  t>r  two,  it 
lotal’.v  dir..p|H  a'tai.  The  Inilfry  which 
was  painltd  we.  much  fplit,  but  not 
brok«’  to  niece o  l  i  e  rr.ott  r^^mnikahle 
part  this  acel'lcnt,  and  for  which  the 
w’lolr  relatitni  is  givi  n,  i<,  the  effect  of 
the  tar  and  lainn-btai  k  and  oil  as  repel¬

vered  with  greafe.  This  appears  lb  ex¬ 
traordinary  to  me,  that  I  thought  propti 
to  take  a  note  of  it  ujKin  the  fpot,  iq  or¬ 
der  to  occafion  the  making  of  fome  phi- 
loffjpljieal  inejuiries  and  experiments  on 
the  fubjeit  by  Ihofe  more  capable  of  ac¬ 
counting  for  it  than  myfcU :  and  for  that 
reufon  the  alK)vc  relation  may  be  de¬ 
pended  on  as  juff  and  true,  after  a  re¬ 
peated  and  critical  examination  of  the 
fevcral  parts  of  the  marts  which  I  have 
deferibed.  W.D.’* 

In  confcqiicnce  of  this  relation,  and 
the  hint  whicli  concludes  it,  1  have  been 
induced  to  make  the  following  experi¬ 
ments  :  iff,  A  glafs  tuln,  eight  inches 
long,  with  a  lK>re  or  cavity  of  ab<iut  i 
quarter  of  an  inch  diameter,  being  filled 
pretty  riofely  with  lamp  black,  and 
eacli  end  ftopped  with  a  bullet,  the  fiem 
of  which  juff  entered,  .and  w'as  cemented 
in  the  cavity  of  the  tube,  conduiffed  the 
charge  of  a  jar  containing  three  fquarc 
feet  of  ecated  furfaceinffantancoufly,but 
witli  fcarce  any  explolion. '  adly,  Such  a 
tube  being  filled  w  ith  a  mixture  of  lamp¬ 
black  and  oil  (as  ufed  by  the  painters)  in- 
tircly  failed  to  condud  the  fhock.  3dly, 
The  (inter  furface  of  fuch  a  tube  being 
painted  with  lamp-black  and  oil,  and  ex- 
cit«  d  with  dry  warm  flannel,  adcd(the 
tube  being  alfo  dry  and  w»rm)  ana  very 
ffrong  negative  clrvltric.  4thly,  A  piece 
of  poliffied  plate  glafu  being  introduced 
into  the  circuit,  the  ends  of  the  wrts 
which  compofecl  the  circuit  were  laid  at 
about  an  inch  and  an  half  from  each  n» 
tlicr  upon  the  furfacc  of  the  glafs,  when 
the  jar  above-mentioned  being  difehar* 
ged,  the  polifti  of  the  glafs  w’as  always 
torn  off  in  an  irregular  and  deep  line,  ex¬ 
tending  from  one  wire  to  the  other;  but 
if  a  piece  of  glafs  painted  with  lamp- 
black  and  oil  were  thus  introduced  into 
tlw  circuit,  and  the  difcliarge  made 
bcf(»re,  not  the  fmallcff  trace  of  tbe  elec- 
tneity  could  ever  be  perceived  on  its  fur- 
face.  .dhly.  If  inffeaej  of  the  glafs,  a 
(lip  of  writing-paper  was  introduced  into 
llie  circuit,  it  was  torn  in  pieces  hytk

Mr  John  Hem^rfon,  the  a^or,  was 
b^fl  in  London  {  hts  family  was 
originally  Scots,  and  was  fettled  at  Lor** 
dell,  a  town  in  the  north  of  Scotland, 
lie  is  defeended  in  a  right  line  from  the 
famous  Dr  Alexander  Hend#Tfon,  whq 
maintained  the  caufc  of  the  covenant, 
and  the  Prefbyterian  church  difeiplinc, 
in  a  conference  at  the  111c  of  Wight  with 
Cliarics  1.  in  oppt^fition  to  the  hieranihy 
and  the  government  of  the  church  by 
bidiops. 

He  difeovered,  in  his  early  youth,  a 
propenfity  to  drawing,  .*md  was,  for 
fomc  time,  a  pupil  of  Mr  Fournier,  an 
eminent  mailer  in  that  art.  htf  was  Iboo 
after  biviled  to  the  houfe  of  a  near  rela¬ 
tion,  a  filvcrfmith  of  very  coulkltrablc 
bufmcTi  in  St  Jamcs’s-Hreet,  who  propu* 
M  to  empk>y  him  jn  «nakiag  drawing! 
and  defigiis  for  his  own  profeffion  ;  but 
the  death  of  this  geutleipan  put  an  cud 
to  all  fehemes  gf  lids  nature.

His  vi)iee  \\:is 
then  fo  feeble,  that  h  wa-.  tolvl  by  Mr  Ci, 
CJarriek,  that  lie  could  not  ponibly  con¬ 
vey  articulate  founds  to  t*'c  audience  of 
any  theatre;  anvl  indeed, at  that  iliu  *,  his 
frier.  Is  were  a,'preheid'*ve  ti>at  he  was  in 
tla”re-ot  filling  into  a  eonfumptive  habit. 

In  a  few  yc^r'^  he  reco^cred  ht'alth  .and 
fpirits;  he  wis  l^ill  pui  fued  by  .tn  ardent 
padi  )u  for  acting.  Uy  Mi  I*ecket’s  in- 
tered,  he  wjn  introduee<l  toll.c  man  iger 
of  i^rury-lane,  wheie,  however,  he  had 
not  tlie  good  foitune  to  be  aeecp  ctl. 

before  Mr  lIendciTv)n  left  boudon,  he 
was  advifed  to  try  it  Mr  f'oote  \^•ould 
not  give  him  a?)  opportunity  <d'  diewing 
himieif.it  his  th  atre  in  t.he  ll  iy-marl.tr. 
'I'wo  friends  acct>mpanicil  him  to  North- 
end.  Our  modern  Arinophane*;  wele<*- 
med  the  vilUors  with  great  civility  ;  Init 
Inch  was  the  volatility  of  hisgeniin,  that 
it  was  not  polhl.le  to  announce  tiw  er- 
raiul  immetliateJy  ;  he  imift  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  ind.ulgo  Ids  peeuiiar  humour,  ;*iid. 
to  let  ofl  a  few*  voluntaries  lxf«  re  he 
could  be  induecil  to  bear  of  any  1  utint  f; 
whalfoever.  Foote’s  imagination  w.is  fo 
lively, ?n<l  h-s  eoficei'tion*!  'rapi«l,  as 
as  exuberant,  that  his  eonverfati'*u  was  a 
cataract  or  torrent  ofv.  it,  hrmour,  p'ca- 
fantry,  and  falirc.

fbe  History  of  America* 

[p.  iij.] 

[BEING  folicited  by  many  of  our  rea¬ 
ders  to  continue  our  extracts  from  the 
celebrated  Hiflory  of  America*  we 
have  relented,  for  their  further  enter- 
tnnincnt,thc  narrative  of  the  principal 
t rani', nations  in  the  conqucll  of  Peru, 
by  I'rancifco  Pizarro,  an  old  compa¬ 
nion  of  Cortes*  a  man  of  lefs  political 
abilities,  but  equally  refolutc  and  en- 
teiprifinf,  and  ftill  more  crucl.J 

/^llEN  the  Spaniards  firft  vifited  the 
\\  coad  of  Pern,  in  the  year  one 
thou  land  five  hundred  and  twenty*  fix, 
Hnaii.i  Capac,  the  twelfth  monarch  from 
the  t(Mmcicr  of  the  l^te,  was  fcated  on 
the  throne.  He  is  reprefented  as  a  prince 
‘’i!iinguilhc\l  not  only  for  the  pacific  vir¬ 
tues  pectiliarlo  the  race,  but  eminent  for 
his  nnrtial  talents.  By  his  vidlorious 
arms  the  kingdom  of  Quito  was  fubjec- 
ted,  a  conqntfl  of  fuch  extent  and  im- 
pin  t  nice  an  aiinofi  doubled  the  power  of 
the  Peruvian  empire.  He  was  fond  of 
rel.iling  in  tlie  capital  of  that  valuable 
province,  w  liich  he  had  added  to  his  do- 
minuMis;  Hiid,  notwithlUnding  the  an- 
lieni  and  fundamental  law  of  the  monar¬ 
chy  againtt  polhiting  the  royal  blood  by 
‘‘ny  torci^n  alliance,  he  married  the 
daughter  of  tlie  vaiu|uiihed  monarch  of 
Qiiio.  She  bore  him  a  fon  named  Ata- 
hiialpa,  whoni,  on  his  death  at  Quito, 
^^hich  fcenis  to  have  happened  about  the 
year  one  Ihoufand  five  hundred  and 
twenty-nine,  he  appointed  his  fuccelTbr 
jit  that  kingdom,  leaving  the  reft  of  his 
domii.ion?  to  lltiafcar,  his  eldefi  fon,  by 
^nioiherof  the  royal  race.  Greatly  a» 
the  Peruvians  revered  the  memory  of  a 
nion.ircli  who  had  reigned  with  more  re - 
put.ition  and  fplcndor  than  any  of  his 
I^redeccffurs,  the  deftination  of  iluana 
concerning  the  fucceffion,  ap¬ 
peared  fo  repugnant  to  a  maxim  coeval 
'yith  the  empire,  and  founded  t»n  aulho- 
"ty  ilcemed  facred,  that  it  was  no  (boner 
^nown  at  Cuzco  than  it  excited  general 
d.ilguft.  E'ncouraged  by  thofe  Icntimcnt* 
**f  hli  fubjccls,  Huafear  required  hi§  bro* 
ther  to  renounce  the  government  of 
J^ito,  and  to  acknowledge  him  as  his 
l**''lul  fuperior.  But  it  had  becu  the  fiift 
VoL.

care  of  Atahualpa  to  gain  a  large  body  of 
troops  which  had  accompanied  his  fa¬ 
ther  to  Quito.  Thcfc  were  the  flower  of 
the  Peruvian  waniors,  to  whole  valour 
Huana  Capac  had  been  iudebted  for  all 
his  victories.  Relying  on  their  fupport* 
Atahualpa  firft  eluded  his  brother^  de¬ 
mand,  and  then  marched  againft  him  in 
hoftile  array. 

Thus  the  ambition  of  two  young  men* 
the  title  of  the  one  founded  on  antient 
ufage,  and  that  of  the  other  alferted  by 
the  veteran  troops>  inviilved  Peru  in  civil 
war,  a  calamity,  to  which,  under  a  fuc- 
ceflion  of  virtuous  princes,  it  had  hi¬ 
therto  been  a  ftrangcr.  In  fuch  a  conteft, 
the  iffiie  was  obvious.  The. force  of 
arms  triumphed  over  the  authority  of 
laws.  Atahualpa  remained  vl^orious* 
and  made  a  cruel  ufe  of  his  viiftory. 
Cnnfcious  of  tbcdefe<^t  in  his  own  title  to 
the  crown,  he  attempted  to  exterminate 
the  royal  race,  by  putting  to  death  all  the 
children  of  the  Sun  dcfccndcd  from 
MaiicoCapiC,  whom  he  could  feizc  ei¬ 
ther  by  force  or  ftratagem.,  From  a  po¬ 
litical  motive,  the  life  of  his  unfortunato 
rival  Huafear,  who  had  been  taken  pri- 
foner  in  the  battle  which  decided  the 
fate  of  the  cmpiic,  was  faved  for  feme 
time,  that,  by  ifliiing  orders  in  his  name, 
tiie  nfiirper  might  more  eafily  eftablilh 
his  own  authority. 

When  Pizarro  landed  In  the  bay  of  Sf 
Matthew,  this  civil  war  raged  between 
the  two  brothers  iu  its  greateft  fury. 
Had  lie  made  any  hoftile  attcm|>t  in  his 
former  vifit  to  Peru  in  the  year  one 
thouland  five  hundred  and  twenty  feveii, 
he  muft  then  have  encountered  the  force 
of  a  powerful  ftate,  united  under  a  mo¬ 
narch  poflefled  of  capacity  and  courage* 
and  unembarrafled  with  any  care  that 
could  divert  him  from  oppofing  hie  pro- 
grefs.  But  at  this  time,  the  two  compe¬ 
titors,  thimgh  they  received  early  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  arrival  and  violent  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Spaniards,  were  fo  intent  upon 
the  operations  of  a  war  which  they 
deemed  more  interefting,  that  they  paid 
no  attention  to  the  motions  of  an  enemy* 
too  incoiifiderable  in  inimber  lo  eicite 
any  great  alarm,  and  to  whofe  career  it 
would  be  eafy,  as  they  imagined,  to  give 
a  chick  when  more  at  Icifure. 

By  this  fortunate  coincidence  of  e- 
▼ents,  whereof  Piwro  could  have  no 
forrfigbt,  and  of  which,  from  hif  defec¬ 
tive  rnodc  of  iiiiercquiic  the  peo^ 
of  the  country,  be  remained  long  »f0®^ 
O  i 
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r.irt,  hf  WAS  pcrniiftctl  to  cArry  on  liis 
opcTulionfi  iinmolctUti,  Anil  Advanced' to 
flu- cent t*r  of  a  grt'flt  empire  before  one 
rb«*rt  of  its  power  w  as  exerted  to  Hop  his 
pr'  grels.  Dining  tb.eir  •  progitf'<,  the 
J>p.iniAids j  had  acijuirnl  l*>ine  imperfect 
knowledge  of  this  fu ugglc  between  the 
two  C(>n»rnding  factions.  The  firft  com- 
pl-.te  inT^rm.itiiUi,  with  rt  fpeCt  to  it,

tering  their  country  was  altogether  in- 
comprelunfible  to  the  Peruvians,  they 
had  formed  various  conjediires  concern¬ 
ing  it,  without  being  able  to  decide  whe-  ; 
thcr  they  flimild  confider  their  rrew 
guefig  as  beirgs  of 'a  fuperior  nature, 
who  had  vifited  them  from  fome  benefi¬ 
cent  nrotive,  or  as  formidable  avengers 
of  their  crimes,  and  enemies  to  their  re- 
pofe  and  liber.’y.  The  continnal  pro- 
feffinns  of  the  Spaniards,  that  they  came 
to  enlighten  them  w  ith  the  knowledge  of 
truth,  and  lead  them  in  the  way  of  hAp- 
pinefs,  favoured  the  former  opinion;  the 
outrages  which  they  committed,  their 
rapacioufnefs  •  and  cruelty,  were  aw¬ 
ful  confirmations  of  the  latter.  While 
in  this  fiatc  of  uncertainty,  Pizarro’sdf- 
cl.iraiion  of  his  pacific  intentions  fofar 
1C  moved  all  the  Inca’s  fears,  that  he  de¬ 
termined  to  give  him  a  friendly  reeep- 
tio.i.  In  confcqucnce  of  this  refolutibn, 
the  Spaniards  were  allowed  to  march  in 
tranquillity  acrofs  the  fnndy  defart  be¬ 
tween  St  Micliacl  and  Motii pa,’ where 
the  moft  feeble  effort  of  an  enemy,  added 
to  the  unavoidable  difin'flrs  w'hich  they 
fufiiTed  in  pafling  through  th.at  comfort- 
Il  fs  region,  nuiP  have  proved  fttal  to 
them.  From  Moiiipc  they  advanced 
towards  the  mountains  w  hich  cncompaf* 
the  low'  country  of  Peru,  and  paffed 
through  a  defile  fo  narrow  and  inaccef- 
fihlr,  that  a  tew*  men  might  have  defend* 
eil  it  apainft  a  numerous  ^rfriy*  ^But 
here  likc'vifc,  from  the  tame  inccnfidf* 
rate  credulity  of  the  Inca,  the  Sparifid* 
mit  with  no  oppofition,  and  tookqni^ 
podVlTion  of  a  fort  ertdfcd  for  the  tbchti* 
ty  of  that  importirt  fiatioii.  As  they  ■ 
now  approached  near  to  Caxatftiica,  A-  ■ 
ta' ualpa  renewed’  his  profcffioni  n*  ■ 
friendfhip;  and,  as  an  evidenof  of  the  f  ■ 
fincerity,  fent  them  •  prdents  of  ■ 

va’uc  than  the  former.  I

He 
divided  his  cavalry  into  three  fmall  divi- 
fions,  under  the  command  of  his  bt other 
Ferdinand,  Soto,  and  Btnaicnzar ;  his  in¬ 
fantry  were  formed  in  one  bmly,  except 
twenty  of  ifioft  tried  co'urage,  whom  he

Whether  the  eqiKflrian  flatue  to  which 
the  publication  now  before  us  refers,

Having  not  feen  er- 
thcr  the  model,  or  the  work  which  is 
formed  upon  it,  we  cannrTl  give  our  opi¬ 
nion  upon  this  heatl.  It  is  to  be  hoped, 
however,  that  Mr  Falconet’s  tal(  nts  will 
enable  himtoexcciUc  ftaiues  Utter  than 
he  w  rites  books  :  otherwife,  we  m.iy  ven¬ 
ture  to  pronounce,  he  wdl  fail  in  his 
pnncipal  ohjeif.  For,  although  his  re¬ 
flections  on  fculptnrc  conlain  foine  good 
rulc^,  and  judicious  n  marks,  yet  they 
.arc  inteiipeifed  with  many  trifling  devi- 
.ation>^,  and  tlil'play  a  fpirit  of  extreme 
vanity  and  conceit,  which  mufl.  cie.ile 
univerl.d  diCgiift.

Article  XIV.  of  this  rolnme co^ 

tains  an  extraordinary  account 
three  brf'.ihers,  of  the  name  of 
xvho  could  not  diftinguiih  i

of  bodies,  their  rifion  teas  futficicntly 
acnte.  One  of  them,  a  (hoe-naaker  at 
Miry- port  in  Cumberland,  related  the 
f.llowinp  particulars  ot  his  cafe,  to  Mr 
juK  pli  Unddart,  the  gentleman  who  made 
thr  c»n]niry,  and  who  communicates  the 
intormnlion  he  received  in  a  letter  to 
Dr  IVicllley. 

He  laid,  “  That  he  had  reafon  to  be- 
lifvc  other  perfons  faw  Ibmething  in  ob- 
icits  which  he  could  not  fee  ;  that  their 
lan^iti.ige  teemed  to  mark  qualities  with 
< oiilidence  and  precifion,  which  he  could 
on’iy  jiiuls  at  with  hefitation,  and  fre- 
‘piintly  w  ith  eiror.  His  firft  fufpicion  of 
tills  arolV  when  he  was  about  four  years 
old.  H  iving  hy  acciiient  found  in  the 
Oicct.  a  child’s  locking,  he  carried  it  to 
.1  !u  lo;libouring  hoiifc  to  enquire  for  the 
'•\Mier;  he  obi'crved  the  people  call  it  a 
r.'i  Hocking,  though  he  did  not  under- 
It.ind  why  t  hey  gave  it  that  denomination, 
he  himl'cif  thought  it  completely  dc- 
fjribcJ  by  being  called  a  Jlock'mv^.  The 
circnmftince,  however,  remained  in  his 
numory,  and  together  with  lubfequent 
ohfervations  led  him  to  the  knowledge  of 
tins  dilVet.  As  the  idea  of  colours  is  a- 
niong  the  firft  that  enters  the  mind,  it 
nisy  perhaps  feem  extraordinary  that  he 
Uid  not  obferve  his  want  of  it  ftill  earli¬ 
er.  This,  however,  may  in  fomc  mea- 
fiire  be  accounted  for  from  the  circum- 
Itancr  of  bis  family  being  Quakers,  a- 
mong  whom  a  general  unifonnity  of  co¬ 
lour-;  is  known  to  prevail. 

Ur  obferved  alio  that,  when  young, 
o*her  cltildrcn  could  difeern  cherries  on 
^  tree  by  fome  pretended  difference  of 
colour,  though  he  could  only  diftinguifti 
them  from  the  leaves  by  their  diifcrencc 
I’t  h/e  and  Ihape.  He  obferved  alfo,  that

1  b:  lievt  he  could  never  do  more  than 
I  icf- tbr  nine  of  any  colour;  yethecoiild 
will- 1  fiom  black, or  black  from 
li^hf bright  C(»loHr.  Dove  or  ftraw- 
C'  l'uji  he  called  white,  ami  different  co- 
frequently  called  by  the  fame  • 
*-inc ;  yet  he  could  difeern  a  difference 


between  them  when  placed  together.  In 
general,  colours  of  an  equal  degree  of 
brightnefs,  however  they  might  othtr- 
w’ife  differ,  he  frequently  confoiitided  to¬ 
gether.  Yet  a  ftriped  ribbon  he  could 
diftinguifti  from  a  plain  one ;  but  he 
could  not  tell  what  the  colours  were  with 
any  tolerable  exadtnefs.  Dark  colours  iu 
general  he  often  miftook  for  black,  but 
never  imagined  w’hitc  to-be  a  dark  co¬ 
lour,  nor  a  dark  to  he  a  white  colour.

^  1"^HE  famous  Abbe  Tcrrai  Is  the  fon  of 
X  a  notary  at  Bouin  in  Forez.  An 
uncle  of  his,  who  was  a  phyfician  at 
court,  patronized  him ;  bought  him  a 
place  in  the  parliament  of  Paris,  and  left 
him  a  confiderable  fortune.  M.  Tcrrai 
foon  diftinguifhed  himfrJf  by  his  talents 
and  indiiftry.  His  reports  were  compre- 
henfive,  perfpicuous,  fatis^aeftory  to  the 
parties,  apparently  impartial,  and  confi- 
dered  as  maflcr- pieces.  The  court  ap¬ 
pointed  him  a  rapporteur,  or  a  legal  in¬ 
former  to  the  court  of  all  the  parliamen¬ 
tary  tranfa<ffions.  In  this  place  he  ferved 
his  employers  effectually,  yet  at  the  fame 
time  caufed  the  remonftranccs  of  parlia¬ 
ment  to  be  liberally  diftributed  both  at 
Paris  and  abroad.  Honed  M.  d’Invau, 
the  then  comptroller-general  of  the  fi¬ 
nances,  w’as  difplmfed  w-ith  his  conduct ; 
hut  the  chancellor  took  the  abbe’s  part  ; 
M.  d’Invau  was,  in  fpitr  of  the  duke 
of  ChoifenI’s  endeavours,  difmiffV'd,  and 
fiiccecdcd  in  his  place  by  M.  Terrai  him* 
felf.  The  new  comptroller  now  l»egan 
his  adminiftration  with  ft^>pping  the  pay¬ 
ment  ot  the  crown  debts,  an<l  diverting 
the  revenues  of  the  Caifl'c  d^Amortiffc- 
ment,  or  finking  fund,  to  iMhcr  pur- 
pofes ;  with  impofing  the  f^e  taaci 
which  under  M.  d^Invaii^s  adminiftraiioo 
he  had  zcaloiifly  oppofed.  H»s  depre¬ 
dations  onjthc  public  induced  the  d«*r 
dt*  Chuifeul  to  attempt  hli  removal ;  but 
M.  Tcrrai  prevailed,  by  gaining*<»ver 
men  in  power  by  Increaline  their  penfi- 
ons,  and  by  foothing  the 
r»l  t  but  chicfljr  by  humour..,  '.h«  * 
iiK:|ia<Uon  for  buiUinj, 
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tbc  rapscionfiitfs  of  the  family  of  the 
royal  inillrcij* ;  withiMii  any  regard  to 
the  iiittrclls  .kfthr  kingdom,  to  the  juf- 
licc  or  injufticc  of  his  expedients,  or  the 
fate  of  the  fubjetts  and  fjrvants  of  the 
cu  wn.  He  ruined  the  Eaft  Imlia  Com- 
oiinv.  who»n  he  hail  "o»»iurly  ferved  as 
lyndlo  :  he  fojced  Her  to  pay  her  debts 
to  government  i»»  re  ady  money,  and,  in 
irtnrn,  to  aec  'pi  p  ivuacnis  of  the  kind’s 
ihhlb  l<a  her  in  oapei  of  very  fmall  value. 
Thus  he  roiiliived  not  only  to  liiaeh.Kge 
the  twenty  no  (ior»-»  due  irom  the  king  to 
the  c<*irpjny,  tnir  to  fiddle  her  until  a 
deb?  of  M.cro,coo  of  livres  to  the  king. 
T‘l’.c  tent.,  in  the  ho’el  d.  ville,  aMiiually. 
amouiiiinv'  to  no  lefs  than  6i,coc,ooc, 
an«'i,  t.*i  tnen,  alw.iNS  refp' dtcd  by  all 
otiu-r  ininilU-r>,  weie  in  the  brfl  hx 
rion^hs  O'  hts  adminillration,  reduced 
rnc  btth  lie  inipofrd  fcvtral  new  taxes 
to  tlie  .unoui'l  ot  4^,000,000,  ami  rccdb 
Icil  ail  bn  h  o  the  tlcmefnes  of  the  crown 
as  Wire  then  or  granted  away,  'I  he 
rh  rgy  had  eom'^onnde-t  for  a  tax  called 
the  Quinzieme,  or  fifteenth  penny  ; 
be  kefn  The  eompofition,  and  yet  »le- 
inandid  the  pavimnt  oftiietax.  He  ex- 
tcmled  the  Vingtii  nic,  or  twertieth  pen¬ 
ny,  to  new  tdyedfs,  ami  raifed  it  to  a 
tenth  penny.  He  loKl  loine  goods  and 
r’ghtslo  .»  jew  for  2,oo'^,ooo,  and,  after 
baving  reet  ived  the  payment,  with¬ 
held  the  go'ids ;  and  the  unfortunate 
Jew,  in  a  fit  ot  defpair,  killed  himfcll. 
M.  IVrrai  even  fei/.ed  on  the  monies  dc* 
fofited  in  the  courts.of  jufiice,  and,  for 
?o,ocr'  I'vres  calh,  returned  the  niaiquis 
tl>.‘  la  Ibiliee  paper  money,  for  which  he 
could  get  no  more  than  2o,oco.  'I'he 
univctlity  of  I’aris  having  f.ivcd  200,000 
livres,  and  detllned  them  for  a  building, 
he  fci/id  the  iui>ney,  undertook  the 
buildirg,  and  never  erected  a  lingle  fione. 
Without  any  regard  for  the  intercelVion 
of  the  queen  ami  the  wiiole  royal  family, 
he  difniitVcd  Icver.d  r  aveurs  de  rentes, 
and  (Ml  th(  ir  repiefentations  of  their  dif- 
trefx,  told  them  that  they  might  carry  a 
mnlkrt,  At.itlur;of  lixtcen  children, 
ilitmilVed  without  any  caiife,  for  whom 
the  f<]uceu  .tImi  had  interceded,  rnce 
a(krd  h»m  in  a  pifiion,  “Am  I  then  to 
firangh  iherr-;**  “  Ymi  H'ouhl  t»'  rhap.'do 
them  a  iVrviee,’*  anfwered '1  cnai.  He 
raifed  the  Droit  du  Marc  d’Or  from 
4/o,©Of  I'vrr.H  to  three  mdlimis  ;  and  was 
for  extendifig  it  t»i  military  ollieers  ;  hut 
this  iclicme  was  ddeated  by  the  mir.if- 
ters  of  war.  His  n'calurcs  cmtrihuled 
low  Aids  c.iuiluc  a  dearth.  A  fpecknen 


of  the  wretched  bread  ®f  the  poof  coun¬ 
try  people  w  as  fent  to  t he <  king,  who 
laded  it,'  and  found  it  xleteftable;.  but* 
was  Don  again  footheJ  by  his  miHrefs.
